Sierra Madre Fire Chief Ed Tracy and Fire 
Marshal William Kramer reported recently that 
the local fire department had responded to 759 
calls during the calendar year in 1986. This re¬ 
presents a decrease of 79 calls (or 10.4 per¬ 
cent) from the previous year. 

Based on the census population of 10,830, 
the per capita fire loss decreased from $5.95 
in 1985 to $2.89 for 1986. The total fire loss 
was $32,375 compared to $64,520 for the pre¬ 
vious year of 1985. This is a 50.2 percent de¬ 
crease. 

Single family dwelling fires (totalling $16,150 
for calendar year 1986) account for about 50 
percent of the total fire loss for the current 
year. Motor vehicle fires accounted for $10,225 
(or 31.5 percent) of the total fire loss activity 
for calendar year 1986. 

Fires which were attributed to negligence con¬ 
tinue to be the leading cause of all fire-related 
responses for calendar year 1986. Fifteen ac¬ 
cidents of this type were recorded for the current 
year. 

Concerning arson and incendiary fires, only 
seven incidents were recorded in 1986 compared 
to nine the previous year.

RememborIng adobes 
in Sierra Madre 

Reading about Janet 
Wood’s adobe home stir¬ 
red memories of our fa- 
ily home for 23 years.

From the Mailbag: “We hope you can ex¬ 
plain what some yoyo on TV meant when he 
said that part of your IRA money is not tax¬ 
able when you take it out.. .is that a fact?” 

Well, there are plenty of yoyos on TV and 
in fact you meet several more every day, but 
what this one says is dangerous. We called the 
IRS, busy season and all, to check this one out. 
We said we wanted to get the word right from 
the horse’s mouth. The demure young lady on 
the other end of the line said “Well, that’s 
better than the other end of the horse.” 

So evidently collections arc going OK and the 
IRS is feeling pretty chipper these days. 

She told us that putting $ into your IRA 
now is under a new (complicated) set of rules, 
some of which we covered some columns back. 
Taking $ out BEFORE you reach age 59 1/2 
means you pay a stiff penalty of 10 percent 
plus your regular income tax on the amount 
you withdraw. From 59 1/2 to age 70 1/2, 
whatever you take out is taxable at your cur¬ 
rent rate and you must take out so much per 
year according to a tax table based on how much 
longer the tables say you will live. This is es¬ 
pecially true after you reach 70 1/2, old timer. 
And at any age if you take out too much 
then some of your Social Security income may 
become taxable too, depending. Moral: beware 
of yoyos, especially on TV.

Last week 1 reported that if you live long 
enough, you will probably have cataracts. That’s 
because in many of us, the lens becomes increasingly 
opaque until it permits no vision other than glare. 

In the normal eye, light passes through the 
pupil (the opening created by the dilation of the 
iris), through the lens (which focuses the iiua&cL" 
through the vitreous (the gel-like substance that 
fills the eye), and proceeds to the retina, the thin 
membrane at the back of the eye that contains the 
nerve cells that convert light to sight. 

If the lens in a camera began to turn opaque, 
indistinct images would fall on the film, and the 
piciuc would be fuzzy. 

That’s what happens when the lens in your 
eye becomes a cataract, that is, when it is no longer 
absolutely clear. 

Injuries or chemicals can cause cataracts, and 
it is not uncommon for babies to be born with cata¬ 
racts. But for the most of the 400,000 people over 
65 who develop cataracts each year, the usually- 
clear material of the lens becomes progressively 
cloudy until it interferes with normal vision. 

Medically speaking, this is called a “senile 
cataract” because it conies with age (and not be¬ 
cause the patient is senile). 

Another concept associated with cataracts is 
that it “ripens” or matures. If the clouding pro¬ 
cess has not progressed very far, the cataract is 
termed “immature.” All that means is that the cat¬ 
aract gradually obscures vision until only light and 
dark can be seen. When it becomes “ripe” or 
mature, it should be removed to restore sight. 

But do you always wait until a cataract ripens 
before having it removed? Next week’s column will 
discuss that question.

Affectionately called 
“Uncle Joe” or “U.- 
T.” by friends as well as 
family, Joseph Del Roio 
recently celebrated his 
100th birthday. 

Born in Vasto, Italy 
on Mar. 1, 1887, this 
Arcadia resident claims 
that he hasn’t done any¬ 
thing different to help 
him realize this milestone. 

At age 17, he came all 
alone to the United 
States seeking a better 
life, for in Italy “it was 
eat and work, eat and 
work, day and night.” 
Actually, on this side of 
the Atlantic, he has work¬ 
ed at a variety of jobs 
that have taken him from 
an ammunition plant in 
Ontario, Canada, to a 
street car conductor’s 
job in New York. He 
spreads his hands apart, 
saying that it would take 
a big book to write about 
all of his jobs; however, 
he is proud to say he 
has never been on wel¬ 
fare. 

Escaping the snow and 
cold of the East, in 
1924 he came by train 
to California where he 
has realized a “much bet¬ 
ter life. That’s why 
I’m still here!” Del Roio 
exclaims. 

In 1957 he retired from 
a 25-year job working 
for a Los Angeles firm 
making construction 
equipment. 

Muscle spasms in his 
hip have reduced his 
physical activity; how¬ 
ever, he still does house¬ 
hold chores, some yard 
maintenance and the 
cooking for the Fred Pal- 
adino family with whom 
he has lived for the last

four years in Arcadia. 

Ltel Roio reads the 
newspaper daily, giving 
special attention to the 
financial section and the 
sports pages that report 
the horse races. In 1907 
he attended his first 
race, placing a $2 bet, 
more than a day’s wages 
in those days, on a 
horse named “Queen 
Maria.” This $30 win¬ 
ner hooked him on hors¬ 
es; and again he points 
out with pride that he 
plays with his own mon¬ 
ey, never the govern¬ 
ment’s welfare money. 

Among his birthday 
gifts, which included a 
lottery ticket for each of 
his 100 years, was a con¬ 
gratulatory message from 
“my President, Ronald 
Reagan.” Always a Re¬ 
publican, this American 
citizen since 1934 proudly 
displays the presidential 
messages from the last 
four years. 

“Who knows. God 
knows,” says Del Roio 
reflecting on why he has 
led the long life and it 
is quite apparent that he 
is looking forward to re¬ 
ceiving next year’s mes¬ 
sage from the Whitt 
House.

Here temperatures 
plummet to -60*F in the 
winter and the frame 
houses all have the first 
floor underground for in¬ 
sulation. Gardens zip to 
life in the brief summer, 
producing huge, dazzling 
flowers and gigantic vege¬ 
tables. 

A product of the gold 
rush, Fairbanks blos¬ 
somed in 1901 and old 
dredges line the various 
rivers and creeks near¬ 
by, ru.sting into history 
as huge modern tractors 
and sluice boxes replaced 
them. 

A 400-mile drive to 
Dawson revealed stunted 
spruce-like trees, wild- 
flowers and myriads of 
creeks and rivers. The 
famed wildlife (huge 
brown bears, wolves, 
lynxes, eagles, etc.) stayed 
their distance, as did the 
arora borealis. Even the 
mosquitoes made them¬ 
selves scarce. 

The Alaska pipeline 
crossed the road, bearing 
its four foot diameter 
lifeline of “black gold,’’ 
maintained at 100“F by 
friction, across the vast 
reaches, sometimes 


above, sometimes below 
the frozen earth and its 
perma-frosl. 

The 30,000-year-old 
fossils now gracing our 
home came from vari¬ 
ous gold claims where 
the dredges unearth re¬ 
mains of mammoths, 
mastodons, horses, saber 
tooth tigers and other 
long-extinct dwellers of 
a far warmer climate. 

A twin-hulled boat 
took the party to Eagle 
in four hours, an im¬ 
provement on the three 
days it took 40 years 
ago in a row boat. 

There arc numerous 
ways to tour Alaska and 
the Yukon: by car, along 
the Alcan, Richardson 
and Dempster Highways; 
by boat along the great 
rivers, or by plane, hop- 
scotching here and there, 
and even afoot and by 
dogsled in winter, if you 
are so inclined. And there 
is always the Inside Pas¬ 
sage, aboard a luxury 
liner, with side trips in¬ 
to the wilderness, if you 
wish (see article in The 
News issue of Sept. 1, 
1983).
